More popular, however, is the lamp 
and massage section containing the 
infra-red, ultra-violet and other 
lamps. Here an average of thirty 
persons a day are treated by the hos- 
pital technicians. 

According to Dr. Henry Kehres, 
chief resident at the hospital, each 
of the lamps, baths and machines 
has highly specialized uses. The 
heat lamps, for instance, are used on 



surface ailments such as ulcers, the 
infra-red to penetrate beneath the 
skin. 

Others, such as the diathermy ma- 
chine, shoot an electrical current of 
such high frequency through the 
patient that there is no sensation ex- 
perienced. However, resistance pro- 
vided by the flesh and bone causes 
heat to be produced and healing is 
started. 

"Physical therapy," according to 
Dr. Kehres, "is the art of healing by 
mechanical means. 

"Thus, when we play heat from a 
lamp — infra-red or ultra-violet — on a 
patient, circulation is stimulated and 
activity of the bloodstream is in- 
creased. 

"Instead of waiting months for 
nature to do the job if she is able, the 
patient is cured within weeks or per- 
haps even days."
